Next was the brewers’ wort, m alt 
and grape concentrates tax. which 
produced $221,359; tires and tubes. 
$96,057. and soft drinks. $89,569. 
Tile three per cent tax on au to ­ 
mobiles and motorcycles returned 
$47,629; the five per cent levy on 
radios. $32,848. and the three per 
cent tax on power, $32,196 
Many Payable Last of M onth 
The am ount of taxes was sm all , 
and while credited to July receipts, 
actually comprised that 
collected ( 
for the last nine days of June and 
w hat internal revenue bureau term - < 
cd a “dribble of current taxes” d u r­ 
ing July. 
Most of the m anufacturers’ excise 
and miscellaneous taxes are payable 
the last day of the m onth for the 
preceding m onth so that the total 
actually due for July will not be 
paid into the treasury until the last 
day of August. 
The July receipts are held by bu­ 
reau official as bearing no com par­ 
ative relation to the same nine-day 
period succeeding m onths because 
consumers stocked up nearly all a r ­ 
ticles just before the new taxes 
went into effect, June 21. 
August Receipts Awaited 
August receipts, covering July tax 
payments, are awaited by tax ex-! 
perts as the first figure upon which 
the total yield from new levies for 
the year can be estimated. 
Despite collections of nearly $3 - I 
000.000 in new and increased taxes. I 
the total in July from all source^ 
was $2,482,70 less than July 1931. i 
W hile the new levies brought in 
$2,732,731 and the increased tax on 
isaues of stocks, bonds and other 
securities raised revenues in th at 
bracket by $225,000. the toiai re ­ 
ceipts w’ere $61,686 467, as com pared 
with $74 169.258 in July. 1931. 
Income, estate, tobacco and stam p 
taxes decreased over $14 000 000 as 
com pared with July, 1931.
